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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding independent claim 1 (Currently Amended), the prior aft of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the combination of all limitations required in the claim: 
A handheld camera, said camera comprising: 
a sensor adapted to sense an image; 

an input for receiving predetermined data representing a respective form of data 
manipulation, the predetermined data being disposed on a surface of the card; and, 
a processing system, the processing system being adapted to: 
obtain the image from the sensor, 

determine a card image in accordance with signals received from the input, 
rotate the card image in accordance with a skew of the card with respect to the 
input. 

and manipulate the image in accordance with the predetermined data to thereby 
generate a manipulated image.
